It was understood that Watson 
and Patten abandoned plans for 
a contract letting January 5 to 
participate in the WPA program 
after they found that work on the 
Marietta highway and_= similar 
projects could be included in the 
WPA setup. 

The two board members issued 
a formal statement in which they 
said they. would take advantage 
of the WPA program. in order 
that the state might obtain $20,- 
000,000 worth of work at a state 
expenditure of only about $5,000,- 
000. 

Patten and Watson said that the 
work on the Marietta road, to be 
done with WPA participation, 
would provide for the grading of 
the unpaved section between Ma- 

rietta and the Fulton county line 
and added that they hoped to have 
the paving pepetes ready to fol- 
low the grading liately,

GEORGIA IS LEADER 
IN GRASS RESEARCH 


Three-Year Jump in Pasture 
Development Is 
Reported. 


The State of Georgia is three 
years ahead of other southern 
states in the development. of 
grasses for pasture lands, Glenn 
W. Burton, grass research spe- 
cialist of the Coastal Plain Expe- 
riment Station, declared yester- 
day. 

At the experiment station a 
grass resistant to disease has been 
developed by cross breeding 30,- 
000 plants of sorghum and Sudan 
grass, Burton said. Tests. indi- 
cated the grass will produce, 
as the. regular Sudan grass now 
on the market. 

Another recent accomplishment 
of the station experts was the de- 
velopment of a new. strain of 
Napier grass resistant to eyespot 
and cold. Tests indicate that this 
new variety will out-yield sev- 
eral times the old variety, Burton 
said.

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Processing Tax—Again 

A drive for the processing tax in a thinly 
veiled new gown is gaining headway in Wash- 
ington, with Secretary Wallace of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as the spearhead of the 
attack for the re-establishment of an outlawed 
levy. The tax this time would be dressed even 
more subtly for the conquest of the consumer's 
dollar. 


On the basis of the limited information be- 
ing permitted to seep through channels of pub- 
lic information, the processing tax will be levied 
by the use of the so-called certificate plan. 
Under this proposal, farmers would be given 
certificates that the purchaser of his products 
must buy at the same time he purchases the 
wheat or the corn or whatever the crop being 
sold. 'The cost of the certificate then becomes, 
to all intents and purposes, an integral part 
of the cost of the farm product to the processor 
and must in turn be handed on to the con- 
sumer, together with the added percentage of 
the over-all cost of the finished product. There 
occurs then, a pyramiding of costs which the 
consumer must pay, a burden added to an al- 
ready higher cost of living. 

The processing tax has been one of the pet 
schemes of Wallace, one which he has never 
ceased to seek even in the face of a supreme 
court decision outlawing that particular form 
of levy. It ranks with the ever-normal granary 
plan as a fantastic fraud. 


It would be difficult, for example, to ration- 
alize the complaint that the farmer pays far 
too much in purchasing in relation to the 
money; he obtains by selling the raw material 
with the certificate plan. Farmer Jones, for 
instance, sells some wheat, for which he is paid 
$100. He is paid at the same time a certificate 
sum of $20. Two months later he buys back 
some of his own wheat in the form of flour at 
the Main street grocery store. The cost of that 
flour is not based upon the actual selling price 
of the wheat plus manufacturing, selling and 
overhead expense. It is based upon the cost of 
the wheat plus the cost of the certificate. Along 
the line a certain percentage has been added 
for manufacturing cost, for selling cost, for 
overhead and for profit. That percentage is 
based upon the $120 paid Farmer Jones for his 
crop and for a scrap of paper, which has the 
material value of a fraction of a cent. 

But| Farmer Jones is not alone in paying 
more for his flour. Every consumer must pay 
up. That means an added cost of living for all 
families and an added cost on every item 
Farmer Jones must buy. He has taken, whether 
he knows it or not, the road to peasantry. He 
may think he is getting something for nothing. 
If he does, he is chasing the rainbow. 

The farmers of this country are entitled to 
a balanced price for their crops. While a pro- 
cessing tax may appear to offer a method of 
adjusting the levels, it cannot by any stretch 
of the imagination be termed the answer to an 
admittedly Knotty problem.

Be Wary > 


A timely warning has been issued by offi- 
cials of the Atlanta chapter of the Red Cross 
relative to dangers in the home at what should 
be the jolly yuletide season, and not the sor- 
rowful, regretful season. 

he blazing yule log and decorative para- 
phernalia of a typical Christmas are potential 
sources of serious accidents in the home. Thus 
careful study of the suggestions offered by the 
Red Cross may mean the difference between 
a merry Christmas and one marred by tragedy. 

First on the list of things to heed is “guard 
against falls.” In this connection it is pointed 
out that care should be taken to see that toys 
and other articles are not allowed to accumu- 
late on floors and stairs, where they may easily 
be tripped over. In hanging ornaments, care 
should be exercised. The idea is—don’t stand 
on a weak or wobbly chair or any other un- 
stable support. 

It is also urged that care be used in tree 
lighting, and that precautions should be taken 
in fire-prpofing trees and decorations.

Smart Folk, Those Finns! 


There is a simple, homely sort of logic to be 
discerned in the reasoning, and resultant act- 
ing, of the Finns. It is remindful of New Eng- 
land, Yankee shrewdness at its best. 


The latest demonstration is worthy of a 
David Harum. . 

Seeking a means to protect their cities 
against raids by Soviet bombing planes the 
Finns have lodged their prisoners of war in 
numerous city areas, making especially sure 
that wherever there is an objective they are 
particularly anxious to protect—a hospital, 
school or munitions depot, say—there shall be 
a sizable group of Russians right next door and, 
if possible, all around, close by. 

Having thus planted their prisoners in the 
strategic danger spots, Finnish fliers then flew 
over the Soviet armies and landing fields and 
dropped thousands of leaflets, describing in 
meticulous detail what they had done. 


In effect, they told the Soviet bombers to 
come on and bomb if they wished, but warned 
that most of the resultant casualties would be 
among the bombers’ fellow Russians, 


This should discourage the average Sofiet 
war flyer, at least, even though Stalin, in all 
probability, himself would not hesitate at death 
for a few thousand, or tens of thousand, Rus- 
sians if he thought he would, thereby aid his 
cause. | 

It is, in any event, a shrewd, albeit simple, 
idea and one which, if this bombing of open 
cities continues as an intrinsic part of modern 
war, could be profitably copied by other at- 
tacked nations. 

These Finns, in any event, have surprised 
the whole world by the power of their resistance 
to invasion. And they must have absolutely 
astounded the Russians! 


Hill Resignation 
Many will regret the resignation of F. F. 
Hill as governor of the Farm Credit Adminis- 
tration, which now comes more directly under 


the control of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace. 


The shift presages'a more liberal hand with 
the lending of funds to farmers. 

It would appear, however, that the resig- 
nation was the outgrowth of an honest differ- 
ence of opinion on policy rather than a bid for 
control, which is what some claim it to be. 
Under those circumstances, it could only be 
logical that one or the other of the controlling 
factors step down, and that is what has now 
occurred. ' 

The clash is one which might be expected 
when an independent agency is placed under 
the control of an established department of 
government, especially one that has previous- 
ly clashed on policy with the merged agency. 
For example, in this instance Wallace previous- 
ly had objected to the FCA resale of foreclosed 
farms which the Agriculture Department deem- 
ed unsuited for cultivation. This would seem 
a legitimate protest, although the heads of the 
FCA undoubtedly could counterpose equally 
valid reason for the policy. 

But it remains that Secretary Wallace is 
head of the Department of Agriculture and as 
such responsible for the operations and policies 
of all bureaus under his jurisdiction. An able 
man has left the government service, a depar- 
ture that must be seen with regret. Yet it is 
evident also that basic clashes on policy, if 
continued, would have worked only to the in- 
jury of the group the department is designed to 
aid—the farmer. 


Tough Journey 

Those interested in fostering better relations 
between North and South America were given 
food for thought recently by the first Ameri- 
can to drive an automobile from the United 
States southward over the Pan-American high- 
way route to Argentina. This man, Ellis K, 
Short, a Los Angeles law school graduate, rec- 
ommended that regular tourists wait at least 
two decades before venturing the journey. 

Short knows whereof he speaks. When he 
arrived in Buenos Aires—in a $70 automobile 
which he reconditioned for $280—he stated the 
14,500 miles he traveled since he left California 
last February 4 were the most difficult he ever 
expected to see. 

From California, Short pushed on steadily 
southward through Mexico, Guatemala, El Sal- 
vador and Honduras. He passed through sec- 
tions which even the sponsors of the highway, 
the Pan-American Union, told him were im- 
passable. He encountered the toughest going 
in Nicaragua, where he was up against a road- 
less, trailless jungle. Short was forced to use 
the aid of an ox-team and a crew of natives, 
who cut open a way for his car. It took him 
five days to travel 40 miles from Nicaragua into 
Costa Rica. Adding to his difficulties was the 
problem of fuel—for there were no wayside 
gasoline stations. 

The determination of Short to get through 
to his objective in spite of obstacles is laudable. 
The lesson inherent in his travails is that these 
areas are not yet ready for casual tourists.

EXPOSURE OF NLRB WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The ex- 


posure of the National Labor Relations 

Board before the House investigating committee is another proof of 

the curious administrative inertia which sometimes afflicts the New 
Deal. | 

Many months ago, the President and his henchmen well knew 

what was wrong at the NLRB. A “purge,” which would presumably 


‘ have included. Secretary Nathan Witt and other board officials now 


under attack, was idly discussed. But only two steps were taken. 
* The first, and most important, was the President’s appointment 
of Dr. William M. Leiserson to the board place vacated by Donald 
Wakefield Smith. The President had to offer the place three times 
before Leiserson would accept. To get him to change his mind 
on the third try, the President had to call him to the White House 
and make a personal plea. Leiserson went into the NLRB with the 
President behind him, speaking with the President’s full authority. 

Second, the President forced the board to change its ruling on 
employers’ right of appeal. By a wholly arbitrary decision, per- 
mission to call in the board had been denied to employers. From a 
practical standpoint, the decision meant little, for few employers are 
anxious to have the board around. Yet the ruling had become a 
symbol of the board’s one-sidedness, and, according to the best legal 
minds in the administration, was wholly unnecessary under the law. 
The board resisted numerous hints as to the wisdom of reconsidera- 
tion. The ruling was changed only when Thomas G. Corcoran put 


the heat on for the President. 
‘ NECK At the heart of the difficulty was 
meee eet tle Board Chairman J. Warren Mad- 


den’s insistence that the NLRB was an independent agency, not to be 
ordered about at will. This insistence on the separateness of inde- 
pendent agencies is a cardinal point of conservative doctrine, though 
heretical under the New Deal. Madden, who is no conservative, 
borrowed the right-wing argument to reinforce his position and to 
strengthen the board’s resistance to White House pressure. 

Thus, it required radical measures to get the employer-appeal 
ruling changed. Thus, too, Dr. Leiserson was not greatly helped 
by the Presidential promise of carte blanche. 

Leiserson came to the NLRB with a highly successful record 
at the railway mediation board. During the first period of his serv- 
ice, he held his tongue while he formed his conclusions. The first 
conclusion he reached was that, while the national labor relations 
act was perfectly sound, the board's administration of the act was 
as bad as it could be. Partisanship, sloppiness, inexperience and 
arbitrariness were, so he thought, written all over the board’s work. 
The secretary’s office, presided over by Nathan Witt, formed a sort 
of bottle-neck through which the great majority of cases had to go. 
He believed that most of the trouble was concentrated in this bottle- 


neck.
